How To Test Moisture Content 


Of Wheat, Combat Red Stele In 


Strawberries Told By Zettle 


Bt FRANK S. ZETTLE 
Adams County Farm Agent 
The right time to combine wheat 
is when the moisture content Is not 
more than 14 per cent. A simple 
moisture test has been devised as an 
aid to determine the proper time to 
combine wheat. The needed material 
snd equipment consist of ammonium 
chloriode teaspoon, and bottle. 
Ammonium chloride is a chemical 
that can be purchased at the pre­ 
scription department of any drug 
store. 
Free 
flowing 
ammonium 
chloride from the druggist s con­ 
tainer is desirable and 
not that 
which has caked and then made 
fine. Have the druggist put 
the 
ammonium 
chloride 
in 
a 
wide- 
mouth bottle with a screw type cap 
having cork or another type sealing 
material in the cap. One ounce will 
be enough for about 6 tests 
A white or light colored glass, 
wide-mouth bottle 
«4 ounce size* 
with a screw- type cap having cork 
or another type sealing material In 
the rap, is preferred. 
From the field where you are 
planning to start combining, collect 
approximately 20 heads of wheat 
snd rub out the grain from each 
head. Dry hands are essential. Mix 
the wheat thoroughly. Put IO level 
teaspoons of wheat and one level 
teaspoon of ammonium chloride in 
the bottle. Make sure the Inside of 
tilt bottle is thoroughly dry before | 
adding 
the wheat and chemical, j 
Tighten the cap and shakp the bot­ 
tle 50 
times. 
If 
the 
ammonium 
chloride does not show 
signs of 
sticking or caking, then the mois­ 
ture is 14 per cent. or less and the 
wheat is safe to combine, If the 


ammonium chloride sjiows signs of 
caking 
or sticking 
(even 
Just a 
little! then the mbisture Is over 14 
per cent and the wheat is not safe 
to combine. At 17 per cent mois­ 
ture, the ammonium chloride will 
go into solution. 
Clean the bottle and dry thor­ 
oughly before using for more test­ 
ing. This moisture test is only for 
wheat. 
Red Stele A Danger 
Use of clean plants and clean soil 
are the best know n controls for red j 
stele, destructive disea.se of straw­ 
berries that is reported generally 
prevalent, 
according 
to 
County 
Agent Frank Zettle. 
The disease causes stunted plants, 
with dead or dying leaves. During 
the 
blossom 
and 
early 
fruiting 
period the plants may wilt suddenly 
and die, Affected plants have few 
small roots and a rat tail appear­ 
ance 
The roots have a red core 
istele*. 
T he red stele fungus lives in the 
soil for 5 to 6 years and attacks 
almost 
any variety of strawberry 
planted 
in 
it. 
Stelemaster, 
is 
reported 
to be 
resistant 
ta 
two 
strains 
of 
the 
disease. 
Sparkle, 
Temple. Pathfinder, Fairland. Red 
Crop, and Vermillion are resistant 
to one strain of the disease 
Where red stele is present, grow­ 
ers are advised to get new certified 
disease-free 
plants next 
year and 
plant them 
where soil 
from old 
planting 
will 
not 
wash 
into, or 
otherwise 
contaminate,

area Where disease-free soil is not 
a\ailable. try resistant varieties. 
Sanitize Equipment 
Sanitize

Sanitizing materials, including the 
chlorines,

more. Overuse would be wasteful, 
costly, and cause more corrosion 
After using the sanitizing agents. 
don't rinse off the equipment. Drain 
the equipment thoroughly and use 
Finally, 
don’t 
use 
the 
sanitizing 
solution to wash the cows’ udder and 
teats. This material is too harsh, 
causing chapping and cracking of 
the dairyman's hands and the cows’ 
tissues. 
Sanitizing agents are used only 
to kill off unwanted bacteria that 
have come in contact with the dairy 
equipment since 
it was properly 
washed.
